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NOTICE  REGARDING  SCABIES  IN  CATTLE  AND  SHEEP 


Notice  is  hereby  given  that  the  infectious  disease  known  as  scabies 
exists  in  cattle  in  the  following-named  States  of  the  United  States: 
Colorado,  Kansas,  Nebraska,  New  Mexico,  and  Wyoming,  and  that 
scabies  also  exists  in  sheep  in  the  following-named  States  of  the 
United  States : Indiana,  Iowa,  Kentucky,  Louisiana,  Michigan,  Min- 
nesota, Mississippi,  New  Mexico,  and  South  Dakota. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  Ma}^  29,  1884,  prohibits  the  inter- 
state transportation  of  livestock  affected  with  any  contagious,  infec- 
tious, or  communicable  disease,  and  provides  a penalty  for  its  viola- 
tion of  a fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  five  thou- 
sand dollars,  or  imprisonment  not  more  than  one  year,  or  both.
